The Republicans of the Seventeenth

Kev. Abner P. Cobb, pastor of the 


Christian church at Springfield, a former 
student at the Beeatur High School, 
delivered the address, which was a echo 
arly and thoughtful discussion of 
Successful Life" It commanded clos 
attention and was received with flatter 
ing applause. In substance the gentle 
man said: 
*•* 


All desire success; yet all are 


agreed as to what constitutes a success 
t'ul life. Perhaps the most common vie1 
of success is that of the acquisition o 
wealth. Americans are accused of wor 
shiping the "almighty dollar." They ar 
"slanderously reported" as saying: "<3e 
money—honestly if you can.—but get it. 
Now, even a preacher ought to tell th 
truth; and it cannot be denied tha 
money is a good thing to have. It is th 
worst master, but the best servant, i 
the world. It never strikes. It neve 
"talks back'' It never complains abou 
the "hours of labor." It works, ram o 
shine, hot or cold, 24 hours a day, 7 day 
a week, every month, and the yearrount 
It tii a good thing to have. I wish I ha 
some of it right now. 


But does the mere acquisition o 


money in itself constitute a success 
life? If so, then the miser is a success 
in life. But miser and miserable ar 
twin brothers in etymology; and th 
universal conviction is that the miser i 
a miserable man. 


Money making may be a valuable ele 


ment in a successful life—witness Pete 
Cooper and George W. Childs—but i 
cannot of itself constitute success. 


Let us then inquire in the next place 


if the acquisition of wealth and powe 
together constitutes a successful life. I 
is well known that the love of power i 
as universal as is that of wealth. Powe 
rightly used is a wonderful factor in t 
successful life—e. g., Lincoln freeing the 
slaves. But power exercised far selfish 
purposes is a bane to the possessor as 
well as to all affected by it. Nero anc 
Boss Tweed were not successful men. 


Jay Gould is a type of another class o 


men who, judged by any right standard 
are not truly successful in life. 


A third object on which the human 


heart has been set is fame. Ambition 
haa been teimed "the last infirmity o 
noble minds." Prom it have swung al 
most all the wais that have desolate< 
the world. Yet it is a God-given facultv 
and, rightly directed, a powerful incen 
tive to noble deeds. But, alas, he whi 
seeks for fame alone is not scrupulou 
about the methods employed to obtain 
it. Often in the effort to grasp highe 
honors, the heart becomes embitters 
and corroded and death comes as a wel 
come release from the fruitless struggle 
Even the noble endowments of a Web 
ster or a Clay are not proof against the 
blandishments of fame, the "fickle god 
dess " 


Even the acquisition of wealth ant 


power and fame combined cannot alone 
constitute a successful life. Alexande 
had all these yet could not control hL 
passions, slew Clitus, his own and hi 
father's faithful friend, and died in a 
drunken debauch. Napoleon had vas 
wealth, power and fame, yet became tin 
imperial highwayman of Europe, agains 
whom all nations pronounced the ban o 
outlawry. The storm amid which hii 
troubled spirit passed away was a fitting 
symbol of the desolation he had wrought 


We must therefore, seek further 
foj 


the true success in life. 


Thus far we have sought for it in get 


ting. 
It is this conception of succes 


which has been the bane of the human 
ice. 
Here, for thousands of yea-s, en this 


arena of competition, has raged the fierci 
"struggle for existence." 
The vicioui. 


views of success which still control too 
many of our fellow beings, are our in 
heritanco from the reign of brute force 
which marked primeval man. 
But as 


the yelp of the beast dies out, or, at least 
grows fainter, in man, a new and higher 
conception of life dawns upon him.

BreMOTOHAM, Ala., June 14.— Strik- 


ing miners, in their desperation to stop 
coal shipments, continue to apply the 
torch to railroad property. Last night 
a mob of strikers were seen attempt- 
ing to set fire to a Georgia Pacific bridge 
near Coalburg, when they were fired 
upon by guards and driven away. A 
few minutes later the mob \vcnt to an- 
other bridge 300 yards away, saturated 
it with oil and applied tbe torch within 
sight of the guards, fleeing as the lat- 
ter approached. Thts fire was • extin- 
guished before the bridge was entirely 
destroyed. 


On the same road, pear Parish, an- 


other mob was found placing dynamite 
under the foundations of a bridge to 
blow it up, when the guards opened 
fire on them and put them to flight. 


The Georgia Pacific, being operated 


by receivers appointed by the federal 
court, yesterday applied to Judge Bruce 
for government protection of the road's 
property. Judge Bruce issued orders 
for the marshal to take steps at once to 
protect the property from further dep- 
redation, and government troops will 
be nailed out, if necessary. 


Deeds of lawlessness done under cover 


of darkness by lurking bands of strik- 
en) are becoming so frequent as to 
spread alarm throughout the district.

NEW YORK, Jnne 14.—Brastus Wiman 


had a haggard, worn look in his eyes 
as lie entered the court of oyer aniJ 
termtner this morning, that told of a 
sleepless night filled with anxiety and 
thought. When the court was called 
to order Mr. Wiman was called. The 
first question asked by Gen, Tracy was 
in relation to the answer sent by the 
witness to a letter sent him by Mr. 
Dun on January 13, 1893. complaining 
about Mr. Wiman's excessive, over- 
drafts. 


The witness said yesterday that he 


had not taken a copy of his answer, 
and Mr. Dun could not remember hav- 
ing received the answer. This morn- 
ing Mr. Wiman produced what he said 
was a copy of the answer, which he 
claimed to have found over night. 
After some argument it wax finally 
decided to admit the letter, and Mr. 
Wiman was directed to read it. 


The letter was very long. In it the 


writer dwelt upon his long service with 
the company, and complained that had 
his interest in the business not been 
reduced from 25 to 17 per cent., he 
could not have been in such financial 
difficulties 
He also spoke of his prop- 


erty, and said that he hoped that 
within a short time he would be able 
to realize on his investments, and then 
pay back his Indebtedness. 


Gen. Tracy then came to the time 


when Mr. Wiman drew the 95,000 Bui- 
linger checks Mr. Wiman said he did 
not draw it with the intention of de- 
frauding either Dun ft Co., or Mr. Bui- 
linger. Although he had no specific 
authority to use Mr. Bullinger' name, 
he thought his position in the firm gave 
him the right. He needed the money 
and did not want to draw it on hia own 
account. 


Gen. Tracy then got the witness to 


tell about writing the confession of 
February 30, 1803. Witness said he 
had received a telegram from Mr. Mac- 
Farland asking him to. call at his of- 
fice. He did so, and Mr. MacFarland 
had told him that he ought to write 
some sort of a letter to Mr. Dun. It 
was entirely on Mr. MacFnfland's sug- 
gestion that the letter was written 


The defense then announced that 


their examination of the defendant was- 
at an end. 


Mr. Wellman began the cross-exam- 


ination by attempting to show that 
Mr. Wiman had not amounted to so 
very much after all. He wanted to 
know how much the witness had ever 
earned before he entered Mr. Dun's em- 
ploy. The witness said that 912 a week 
was as mucl) as he had ever earned. 
"And you went with Mr. Dun and made 
the firm what it is to-day?" asked. Mr.

"Yes," said the witness. That is the 


case. "I made R 6. Dun & Co. what 
it is." 


"Then Mr, Dun and Mr. Barlow were 


merely figureheads?" 


"Yes, that is about it. I was the 


head and front of the concern and 
made it what it is." 


"If that is true, how does it happen 


that the profits have been larger dur- 
ing the past year, when you were out 
of the cotuern, than at any other time?" 


"That, replied Mr. Wiman, "is due 


to the na urn I momentum of a large 
body. M;- absence will be felt after 
this year, I am sure, 


Mr. Wellman then produced and read 


a letter written by Mr. Dan to Mr. Wi- 
man in December, 1881, in which the 
writer announces his intention of with- 
drawing the name of Mr. Wiman from 
the firm name because of something 
that had happened. 


This mysterious something turned 


out to be a charge against Wiman that 
he had bribed a clerk of the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Co. to steal the West- 
ern Dnion Telegraph Co. 'B contracts, 


Mr. Wiman's reply, begging for 


mercy, was then read. 


After a recess Mr. Wiman'a cross- 


examination 
was 
continued 
Mr. 


Wellman produced letters written by 
Wiman to Mr. and Mrs. Dun in an ab- 
ject vain, begging for mercy for his 
past misdeeds. These letters referred 
to the fact that, against the rules oi 
his firm, he had borrowed $25,000 from 
the Chemical national bank on a note. 


After this, Mr. Wellman brought o ul 


the fact that shortly after this time 
Wiman hod taken 825,000 from the trust 
fund of the company, and on a subse- 
quent occasion $8,000. These amounts 
had been returned to the firm by Wi 
man after it *a« discovered that he had 
taken the money. Mr. Wellman ther 
made witness make some sensational 
admissions, 


By means of various letters and tele- 


grams -Written by Wiman, and by meant 
of the company's books, Mr. Wellman 
showed and got the witness to admit 
that during the year 1891 he had col- 
lected altogether C07,OpO due the firm 
and diverted it to his own personal 
use; and during this period the 
witness was writing to Mr. Dun 
telling 
him that he would

CAUSED BY POVERTY. 


George Brook Kills His Wife, His T-Tear- 


Old Boy and Himself. 


BOKUKN, Ind., June 15.—The finding 


of three decomposed bodies near here 
yesterday revealed the sad story of a 
family tragedy. * The 
bodies were 


identified as those of George Brock, 
aged 45; his wife, of the same age, and 
their son, aged 7. The surroundings 
showed that Brock had killed his wife 
and child by shooting them with a shot 
gnn and then committed suicide. 


The crime is believed to have been 


committed Monday night, and the 
preparations show that it was deliber- 
ate. Brock had bnilt a pen Monday in 
a, lonely glen nearly a mile from town, 
to prevent stray hogs devouring tha 
bodies. In the evening he persuaded 
his wife to accompany him to his moth- 
er's home, and on the way killed her.

Then Brock dragged the bodies into 
the pen and covered them with cloth 
He then laid down beside his wife and 
fired the shotgun with a stick, blowing 
his own head off. 


The bodies were found yesterday 


morning by two elder brothers of the 
child killed, who were searching for 
their parents. Their homes was at 
Speeds, a settlement near here, and the 
familywasrespectablebutpoor. Brock 
had been out of work for some time, 
and his poverty is believed to have been 
the cause of the tragedy.

BIIHE CAPSIZHG OP* SHALL VESSEL 


Carrying Harvester* from the Island ol 


AcbiU, Ireland, in Search of Em- 


ployment—Heroic Work of 


a Party of Rescuer*, 


PI-BUN. June 15.—A boat containing 


110 harvesters, crossing from Achill, 
Ireland, to Westport, County Mayo, 
was capsized this morning', and thirty- 
ire of its occupants were drowned. 


Many of the agriculturists on the is- 


land of Achill go to England every 
year to work in the harvest fields. The 
unfortunate party started for West- 
port yesterday morning, intending to 
leave'that place for England this morn- 
ing. When about half the distance, at 
Cross Clew bay, the 
wind became 


squally, but did not blow hard enough 
to make the trip appear dangerous. 
They were only about a mile from 
Westport when a tremendous gust of 
wind struck them, and the little'sail- 
ing vessel capsized in a twinkling in 
{all view of hundreds of people on 
ehore. who heard the agonizing shrieks 
of the drowning, and saw them sink 
before aid could reach them. 


The craft on which the harvesters 


left Achill was a one-masted fishing 
boat of fifteen tons, known along the 
coast as a hooker. It was commanded 
bj Skipper Healey, an old and skilful 
seaman 


Later reperts say that there were 110 


person- aboard, all of them between 
the ages of 15 and 30. Undoubtedly 
the boat was overloaded. A strong 
gust of wind struck the boat just at 
the moment when the 
skipper at- 


tempted to jibe about. 
Many of the 


passenperb were entangled in the sails, 
and cordage, and probably all would 
have perished but for the quickness of 
the help from Wesport. 


The steamer Elm was waiting at 


ffcstport dock to take on passengers 
for Glasgow. She lowered four boats 
at once 
The first of them reached the 


wreck liut seven minutes after the ac- 
cident 
As the sea was smooth, the 


rescuing- party could work rapidly. 
They worked coolly, despite the ex- 
citement around them and the screams 
of the v. omen and girls. They saved 
seventy-five of the 110 passengers on 
the hooker. The other thirty-five were 
drowned 
Those who were rescued 


were completely exhausted, but all 
were restored upon the deck of the 
Elm. 


The shore boats, which reached the 


hooker about fifteen minutes after the 
accident, collected fifteen dead bodies. 
Fifteen of the drowned %vere girls and 
women lietween the ages of 15 and 23; 
three w ere boys under 20. 


Capt. C arswell, of the steamer Elm, 


said in an interview that he saw the 
hooker approaching Westport shortly 
before noon, and the pilot who saw her 
make ready to jib about, remarked to 
him that it was a dangerous busi- 
ness 
He signalled to Healy to lower 


his sail rmt Healy did not heed the 
signal 
Healy was among those res- 


cued and has been placed under ar- 
rest
